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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-8, in the reply filed on 

July 3, 2007, is acknowledged. 

Claim 9 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 

being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Election was made without traverse in the reply^filed on July 3, 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 
The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 

matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 

skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 

and/or use the invention. 

Since the microorganism is recited in the claims, it is essential to the invention 

recited in those claims. It must therefore be obtainable by a repeatable method set forth 

in the specification or otherwise be readily available to the public. If the microorganism 
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is not so obtainable or available, the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 may be satisfied 
by a deposit of the microorganism. The specification does not disclose a repeatable 
process to obtain the microorganism and it is not apparent if the microorganism is 
readily available to the public. 

It is noted that applicants have deposited the organism but there is no indication 
in the specification as to public availability. If the deposit is made under the terms of the 
Budapest Treaty, then an affidavit or declaration by applicants, or a statement by an 
attorney of record over his or her signature and registration number, stating that the 
specific strain will be irrevocably and without restriction or condition released to the 
public upon the issuance of a patent, would satisfy the deposit requirement made 
herein. 

If the deposit has not been made under the Budapest Treaty, then in order to 
certify that the deposit meets the criteria set forth in 37 C.F.R. §§ 1 .801-1 .809, 
applicants may provide assurance of compliance by an affidavit or declaration, or by a 
statement by an attorney of record over his or her signature and registration number, 
showing that: 

(a) during the pendency of this application, access to the invention will be 
afforded to the Commissioner upon request; 

(b) all restrictions upon availability to the public will be irrevocably removed upon 
granting of the patent; 
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(c) the deposit will be maintained in a public depository for a period of 30 years 
or 5 years after the last request or for the effective life of the patent, whichever is longer; 
and 

(d) the deposit will be replaced if it should ever become inviable. 

Applicant is directed to 37 CFR § 1 .807(b) which states: 

(b) A viability statement for each deposit of a biological material defined in 
paragraph (a) of this section not made under the Budapest Treaty on the 
International Recognition of the Deposit of Microorganisms for the Purposes of 
Patent Procedure must be filed in the application and must contain: 
(1 ) The name and address of the depository; (2) The name and 

address of the depositor; (3) The date of deposit; 

(4) The identity of the deposit and the accession number given by the depository; 

(5) The date of the viability test; (6) The procedures used to 

obtain a sample if the test is not done by the depository; and 

(7) A statement that the deposit is capable of reproduction. 

Applicant is also directed to 37 CFR § 1.809(d) which states: 

(d) For each deposit made pursuant to these regulations, the specification shall 
contain: 

(1 ) The accession number for the deposit; 

(2) The date of the deposit; 

(3) A description of the deposited biological material sufficient to specifically 
identify it and to permit examination; and 

(4) The name and address of the depository. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-8 provide for the use of Lactobacillus reuteri strains, but, since the 
claims 1 and 8 do not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear 
what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. Further, claims 1-7 are rejected for the recitation of "i.e. by antibody test" and 
"e.g. with immunohistochemcial immunoflourescent methods" because the use of these 
examples in the claims is not permitted because the claims are indefinite as to whether 
these are claimed features or what? The metes and bounds Of the claims can not be 
determined. Claim 7 is further vague and indefinite because it is unclear what kind of 
drug is being claimed. It is further unclear how the claimed strain is being utilized. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claims 2-7 depend from claim 1 and hence have all of the subject matter of that 
claim and hence have the same issues. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
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unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claim 8 is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 9 of copending Application No. 
1 1/147,880. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the only difference is a matter of scope of the two 
pending claimed subject matters. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

The claim is drawn to strain L. reuteri ATCC 55730. 

Copending claim is also drawn to strain L. reuteri ATCC 55730. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to select for the strain 
because it is disclosed by the copending application to be useful for products. Clearly 
one of skill would have expected successful results with its selection and use in the 



products claimed herein. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being anticipated by 
Farmer (US PAT 6461 607), cited on enclosed PTO-892 Form. 

Claims are drawn to Lactobacillus reuteri and products, thereof. 

Farmer teaches the same, note column 12, lines 44-50 and column 13, line 8. 

The claims are identical to the teachings of Farmer and are, therefore, 
considered to be anticipated by the teachings therein. All of the properties of the 
claimed strain are possessed by the disclosed L. reuteri. 

All claims fail to be patentably distinguishable over the state of the art discussed 
above and cited on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449. Therefore, the claims are 
properly rejected.
